"Our relief workers are 
there in a purely non political capa- 
city, and with a viewpoint that is 
entirely humane I cannot express 
opinions- that are in any way po 
htical.'

Relief tor their daily food are in 
tho Caucasus, outside Turkisn ter- 
ritory. Vickrey was asked what the

might be of these 
children, 


caugnt on the fringe of Russia, in

"Scare stories of a possible Rus-

creditable," he said. "Russia has 
vast power and resources in men; 
but her transportation system is in 
such a broken down condition that 
it would seem physically impossible 
for them to join tne Turks. 
"Russia is hardly to be considered

Vickrey spent some time inSmyr- 
na and Constantinople, He said he 
saw a single ship in Smyrna harbor 
that had carried 
27,000 refugees 


away to Greece. In one voyage 
11,500 persons were carried. 


"In one ramshackle buildirg In 
Constantinople," he said, 'I saw 300 
newly made orphans whom our re- 
lief -workers had picked up in the 
streets and abandoned homes in the 
single town of Ordu, In Asia Minor."

Boycott in Ruhr is Ex- 
tended to French and 


Belgian Area 


Duesseldorf, Feb. 12 —(By A. P.)— 


Reports that the Germans are or- 
ganizing a general strike at Herne, 
not far from Bochum have led to the 
dispatch of French tanks to that 
place. 
The Germans are boycotting the 


forces of occupation throughout the 
Herne district and the French have 
been obliged to take over the work 
of some of the German police. The 
boycott in fact is becoming more and 
more popular throughout the Ruhr 
and the Germans have decided to ex- 
tend it to Essen, refusing to do 
business with the French and Bel- 
gians beginning today. 


Commenting on the results of the 


first month of the occupation Gener- 
al Degoutte told the correspondent 
that Germany "is branded as a quit- 
ter before the entire world." 
"But I solemnly warn Germany," 


he contitnued, that if a single one of 
my soldiers is harmed and she forces 
another battle on us, she will not 
stay our hand by crying 'Kamerad.' 
It will be a fight to the finish—a ' 
complete knockout." 


The general expressed the opinion 
that Germany would not fight until 
she believed herself stronger than 
her adversary. 


"The moment she feels an oppo- 


nent is more powerful" he said, "she 
surrenders. She pleaded and begged 
for an armistitce under circum- 
stances In which the allies would 
have considered they had just begun 
to fight." 


General Degoutee declared France 


sought redress rather than the .eco- 
nomic destruction of Germany as 
has been charged by chancellor 
Cuno. 


"We want Germany to honor her 


signature,", he said. "The econmic 
ruin of Germany would prevent her 
from paying us. 
Germany by fo- 


"menting strikes, is responsible-- for 
the present situation, of achieving 
her own rum." 


Pointing to the great difficulties 
France faced in the Ruhr, the Gen- 
eral said that even American energy 
and genius for organization might 
have found the situation difficult. 
He added however that" right and 
might" were on the side of France 
and that she would win.

Parker is a farmer, a cotton deal- 
er, a golfer, a hunter, a former in- 
timate friend of Theodore Roosevelt 
and in many respects his life is very 
similar to that of Rosevelt. 
Parker was born in 1863 at Bethel 


Church, Miss. 
He entered the cot- 


ton business in New Orleans in 1880 
still owns a cotton factory 


ere. 
He was the 
progressive 
party 


nominee for the vice president of the 
United States in 1916. He became 
governor of Louisiana in 1920 and 
his term will last until 1924. Then 
his friends want him to run for the 
United States senate, but he says 
he won't. 


Golfing and hunting are his hob- 
bies. He can beat the best at golf. 
And the bears and wildcats of Loui- 
siana swamps can tell of his prow- 
ess a_ a hunter. 


Once on a hunt with Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
Parker 
laid 
his rifle 


aside, attacked a bear with his hunt- 


ing, knifo and- dispatched It. 
Everybody in £oui§i*na la either 
Parker's friend 
or hla , enemy— 
there's no half way about It. 
Parker la straight as an arrow 
and of medium built. He possesses 
none of the languor the northerner 
associates with those of the south. 
He always walks aa it he were about 
to catch a train. 
Tho governor is a wealthy man. 


He owns a big farm near St. Fran- 
clsville, La., and another ut his 
birthplace. Bethel Church, Miss. 
Ho spends his money generously 


for those who need it. In 1909, when 
the boll weevil swept through the 
cotton district, funds supplied by 
Parker kept many a cotton grower's 
head above water until the trouble 
was past. 
Probably no one not a scientist 
has a better knowledge of the habits

Besides he's a natural mimic. 
He delights In imitating owls, which 
he does so perfectly he can call owls 
to him when driving at night. 
Parker is similar to Rosevelt in 
that he was born a weak and puny 
boy.

"Never quit a fight because you 


figure it a forlorn hope," is Par 
ker's motto. 
That's the kind of a man who's 


pledged himself to tear the masks 
from the terrorists of Louisiana 
Watch what he reveals under it.

All that is possible if the new De- 
Bothezaat helicopter is a complete 
success, say air experts at McCook 
field here. 
The DeBothezaat helicopter—the 


first 
airplane tha,t rises directly 


'rom the ground—has been Buccese- 
fully tried out here and 'now, I* un- 
4ergolng thorouxh tests. 
' The first try-out took place Dec. 
18, 1922, just 20 years and one day 
after the Wright 
brothers' 
first 


flight, which also was at Dayton. A 
Dr. George DeBothezaat, Russian 


scientist, Is the inventor of the new 
helicopter. He started work on his 
device in July, 1921, aided by. ex- 
perts at McCook field. The govern- 
ment spent $200,000 to perfect the 
machine. Fifty-three flights already 
have boe.n made. 
The machine Is, driven by a 150- 


horsepower motor. 
There are four 
upright propeller shafts, atop of 
which are flexible attachments by 
means of which the propellers are 
tilt'cd to make the helicopter travel 
in a given direction after altitude 
has been reached. 
Thus far the helicopter never has 


risen higher than ten feet, but it is 
expected to prove itself capable of 
soaring to great altitudes. 
It glides 


gracefully and can reach the ground 
easily from any heieht. 


Major Thurman H. Bane, 
then 


commandant of McCook field, made 
the first flight in the presence of 
United States army-service officers 
who later declared they were satis 
fled DeBothezaat had solved the 
problem of vertical ascent.

TO PROTECT INVESTORS. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


Ohio has had a blue sky- law for a 


decade. Its purpose is to" protect in- 
vestors against the fraudulent pro- 
moter and the shyster stock sales- 
man. 


Drafted shortly after the first blue 


sky law legislation in the 
United 


States was enacted, this Ohio law 
has many imperfections. It is not 
proof against th esharper who preys 
continually upon the smaller sav- 
ings of thousands and who offers 
the state seal that appears upon his 
license as a guarantee of his project 
and hs integrity. 


The difficulty, however, that is fre- 


quently met in conforming with the 
provisions of the Ohio law stands in 
the way of offering within this state 
some of the best investment securi- 
ties available. With the markets of 
other states open to them, the Ohio 
field is often 
ignored 
by the pro- 


moters of many excellent projects 
beeause of administrative 
difficul- 


ties and red tape here. The fraud- 
ulent promoter, on the other hand, 
can well' afford to comply with the 
letter of the law, with the result that 
the Ohio blue law' opens the state 
to enterprises of questionable integ- 
rity and closes the gate to many 
securities of the better type.
